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INTRODUCTION 
Ministry of Colleges and Universities 
1974-75 Statistical Summary 


The data inthis Statistical Summary, compiled by the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities, relate to the students, staff, and the 
finances of provincially assisted post-secondary educational 
institutions in Ontario. 


The 1974-75 edition of this book indicates a stabilization in the 
growth patterns of full-time enrolment at both universities and 
colleges. The data show an enrolment increase over the 
previous year of 6.50 per cent at universities and 6.09 per cent 
at colleges of applied arts and technology. 


Because of a change in the reporting system, there is no 
information in this Statistical Summary relating to degrees 
awarded by universities or to staff salaries in the colleges. 
Inclusion of this information would have caused unreasonable 
delays in printing this edition. 


The institutions mentioned here operate on a system of 
“slip-year” financing. This means that formula operating grants 
are based on enrolment of the previous year. Tables of full-time 
equivalents, basic income units, and the corresponding grants, 
therefore show 1973-74 enrolment. 


Included in this edition of the Statistical Summary is an 
Addendum of Errata that corrects inaccuracies that appeared in 
the previous edition.
